Survey Shows Consumers 
Are Wary of Going Deeper 
in Debt.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (AP) — 
Consumers have showed no rush 
to get deeper into debt since all 
federal controls over credit were 
dropped two weeks ago. 

A national survey of department 
store and credit groups by the 
Associated Press disclosed little if 
any freer use of credit and only 
limited expansion of sales yolume 
because of more liberal credit. 

A. handful of exceptions threw 
the yoneess picture into sharper 
relief, 

This behavior contradicted wide- 
ly circulated predictions of a rush 
to buy “on the cuff” when elim- 
ination of controls paved the way 
for freer terms.

ROME, Nov. 15 (AP)—Five per- 
sons were reported killed and 
many wounded in Cerignola to 
night as leftist riots spread in 
Italy. But Communist-led labor 
promised “moderating action for 
the return of calm” if the non- 
Communist Government would 
suppress “neo-Fascism.” 
Demonstrators in Cerignola, in 
Southeastern Italy mear Foggia, 
were said to have selzed the main 
square, Reinforcements of ar- 


mored cars, police and troops were 
rushed there. Transport workers 
struck for 12 hours in Rome. 

The Communist-dominated Gen- 
eral Confederation of Labor sent 
Alcide de Gasperi, Christian Dem- 
ocratic (Catholic) premier, a let- 
ter professing a desire to “avoid 
any peril of civil war.”

to Engineer) Weighs 


310 Lbs., Lifts 300-Lb. Load — 
Two 10-Lb. Jets on Rotor. 


The world’s first successful 
ram-jet helicopter, described as 
being s0 simple to control and 
maintain that it eventually may 
be operated by unskilled rson- 
nel, has been built for the Air 
Forde and successmully test-flown 
at McDonnell Aircraft Corp. here, 
it was announced yesterday. 

Known to thosé connected with 
the project as “Little Henry,” the 
machine is at present a “flying 
test stand, rather than a finished 

lane, No effort hag been made 


‘to manufacture a completed air- 


craft, but instead efforts have 
been concentrated on proving that 
the principles involved in con- 
struction of the craft were sound. 

The first flight of the plane was 
May 5, and since then as much 
as 300 pounds f useful load have 
been lifted by Little Henry, which 
itself weighs only 310 pounds, The 
two power plants used were de- 
veloped at the McDonnell plant, 
and we ofly 10 pounds each, 

These two light engines are the 
basis for performance of the heli- 
copter, Essentially, a ram-jet en- 
gine is an open tube into which 
a fuel mixture is injected. The 
tube moves forward rapidly 
enough to compress ajr and force 
it inside, where it mixes with the 
injected fuel and burns constant- 
ly. There are no moving parts in 
a ram jet engine, the propulsive 
force being derived from the 
burning of the fuel and air mix- 
ture, with resultant expansion 
and increase in velocity of the 


No Compressor or Turbine. 
This is in marked contrast to 
the type of jet engines used in 
planes’ thus ‘ar.. While simple 
when compared with the ordinary 
aircraft engine, the usual jet en- 
gine has a rotating shaft on 
which are mounted one or more 
compressors and a turbine which 
require extremely close tolerances,

McDonnell engineers after three 
years of research and experiment, 
and the project was placed before 
the Air Force in 1946 after they 
were found workable. Since then, 
both the engines and the aircraft 
have undergone considerable im- 
provement, Special heat-resistin 
steel is used in the engines, an 
relatively little maintenance work 
has been required on them. 

The entire project was developed 
through co-operation with the Air 
Force propellor laboratory and 
rotary wing section at Wright 
Field, Dayton, O., and the helicop- 
ter and propulsion research divi- 
sion of McDonnell. 

In tests completed thus far, pro- 
pane gas, widely used for cooking 
and heating in homes, has been 
used as fuel, Gasodline ram-jets 
are now being tested and are to 
be installed in the near future.

A Gifted Singer Herself, a 
She Was Active Until : 


Fatal Stroke — Bene- 
factor of Pupils. 


Mme. Louise Vetta-Karst, voice a 


teacher who taught Helen Traubel 
and many other singers, died yes- 
terday of a stroke in her apart- 


ment at the Westgate Hotel. She’ ; 


was 88 years old. 

She had been a gifted singer 
herself, and had appeared in con- 
in most of the European 
Later she achieved dis- 
tinction as an instructor in the 
old Italian method, which stresses 
complete freedom of voice. Not 
only opera singers but teachers 
from other cities came here peri- 
odically to study with her. 

A native of St. Louis, she was 
the granddaughter of Auguste 
Chouteau, one of the city's found- 
ers. Her mother was the former 
Loulse Chouteau, and her father 
was Samuel Myerson, 

She married Eugene Karst, a, 
banker, who was the son of Emil 
Karst, then French consul here. 
After the death of her daughter, 
Mme. Karst went to France, 
studying voice there for, eight 
years, For concert purposes she 
adopted the name of Mme. Vetta, 
and critics acclaimed her as one 
of the most brilliant coloratura 
sopranos of her day. 

Mme. Karst was most exacting, 
and pupils who shirked their 
studies feared the wrath of the 
petite teacher, who was not above 
shouting and hurling pillows when 
her artistic sensibilities were of- 
fended. But her rigorous methods 
brought results which won fame 
for both pupils and teacher. 

Miss Traubel begar her studies 
with Mme. Karst at the age of 
16, and in her rise to Metropolitan 
Opera fame the soprano neyer 
required another voice instructor. 
The story goes that Miss Traubel 
paid Mme. Karst $5 for each les- 
son, but after one month the 
teacher refused to accept any 
more pay, although the lessons 
continued for 17 years, 

In gratitude, Miss Traubel made 
it.a point to visit her old teacher 
whenever she returned here for a 
visit. 

Many students without means 
found in Mme. Karst a benefac- 
tor as well as a mentor. She 
helped finance their debuts, and 
on occasion obtained clothing for 
them from wealthy pupils, ° 

Despite her advanced age, she 
remained active as an instructor 
until her death, maintaining her 
studio in the Musical Arts Build- 
ing and sharing her teaching 
duties with an assistant, Mrs. 
Helen Hart Faris. 

Several years ago Mme. Karst 
suffered a paralytic stroke, but 
overcame that and soon returned

Protest on Planned Removal 


From Homes on Site of 
New School, 


Six Negroes picketed City Hall 
yesterddy for more than an hour 
in a protest against the threatened 
eviction of more than 40 families 
from the site of the proposed new 
L’Ouverture School in the block 
bounded by Hickory and La Salle 
streets, Cardinal and Montrose 
avenues. 

The Board of Education has 
filed eviction suits against most 
of the present occupants of the 
block who have joined the Six- 
teenth Ward Tenants’ League to 
demand other housing to replace 
their present homes. The new 
school will replace an older school 
for Negroes at 2612 Papin street 
which was damaged by fire a few 
years ago. 

The three women and three 
men, led by Mrs. Mary Lewis, 
chairman of the league, presented 


a letter addressed to Mayor Aloys 
P, Kaufmann in which they sug- 
gested the city convert some 
buildings not now in use to hous- 
ing for the familie affected. The 
old police station at 2600 Dayton 
street and a vacant factory in the 
$300 block of Chouteau avenue 
were suggested specifically by 
Mrs. Lewis, 

The letter also urged-the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen to investi- 
gate “the reasons for the land- 
lords’ policy of discriminating 
against Negro tenants by refusing 
to rent usable houses to them in 
violation of their constitutional 
rights,” 

The letter wag accepted by 
Charles Hertenstein, administra- 
tive assistant to the Mayor, in the 
latter’s absence from the city. 
Hertenstein said the letter would 
be brought to the Mayor’s atten- 
tion on his return. He pointed out 
to the delegation the city had no 
authority over school matters.

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DUO-PIANISTS APPEAR 
WITH THE SYMPHONY 


Arthur Whittmore and Jack 
Lowe Give Two Works 
New to St. Louis. 


By THOMAS B, SHERMAN. 

Arthur Whittemore and Jack 
Lowe, the American two-piano 
team, presented two works that 
were new to St. Louls when they 
appeared last night as assisting 
artists with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra at Kiel Auditor- 
jum. The first was the Concerto 


in F Major by C. P. E. Bach and 
the second Poulenc’s Concerto in 
D Minor, : 


Both bad a rather light con- 
sistency of ideas but both had the 
sort of charm and grace that 
made ess essential. Then, 
too, this lack of density seemed 
to have a special suitability for 
the characteristics of Messrs. 
Whittemore and Lowe since their 
playing was distinguished chiefly 
by its concentration, its delicacy 
of gradation and its tendency to 
stay within a narrow dynamic 
range. 

Particularly impressive was the 
slow movement of the Bach Con- 
certo which had a searching in- 
wardness and tranquillity. The first 
and third movements were some- 
what lacking in incisiveness. 

The Concerto by Francis Pou- 
lenc, one of the original Paris 
Group of Six, had a pleasing and 
fresh sort of frivolity about it and 
though the orchestration was oc- 
casionally massive the whole work 
sounded as if it might have been 
started as an accompaniment for 
children’s games. This was par- 
ticularly true of the two fast move- 
ments but even the larghetto— 
which was a sentimental idyll— 


, 


could be regarded as a period of 
a rest when a child’s thoughts has 
a momentary tranquillity. The 
analogy is offered merely as a 
clue to the character of the music 
and not as a apecific description. 
Though this music was plainly

It has a membership of 200 leaders 
in business, labor, religion, edu- 
cation and civic affairs. 

Serving under Stimson is an 
executive committee headed by 
Robert P. Patterson, former Sec- 
retary of War, who will return 
tomorrow from Europe with a re- 
port to the committee. Offices 
will be opened Dec. 1 in the Em- 
pire State Building and in Wash- 
ington. 

The immediate objective of the 
committee will be to obtain 1,000,- 
000 signatures to a petition to be 
presented to Congress, calling for 
“timely and sufficient aid to en- 
able objectives of the European 


recovery program to be fully 
realized.” 


The policy of the committee, the 
organizers announced, will be 
based on principles outlined by 
Stimson in an article called “The 
Challenge to Americans,” which 
appeared in the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary issue of Foreign Affairs, 
published in October. In that ar- 
ticle, Stimson contended that West- 
ern Europe presents “the imme- 
diate and pressi challenge to 
our belief in freedom and pros- 
perity.”

Reed, would be studied with a 
view of making recommendations 
for bar association action, 

Reed, in a letter to Morris, point- 
ed out that St. Louis has one of 
the most inadequate felony proba- 
tion systems in the country, due 
to lack of personnel and also to 
lack of interest on the part of some 
judges. 

Use of State Men Sugirested, 

In view of St. Louls’s current 
financial difficulties, Reed recom- 
mended “that the state probation 
and parole system be requested to 
assign men to the St. Louis circuit 


St. Louis Circuit Court for Crim-icourt. The state men have author- 
inal Causes by obtaining addi- ity under existing statutes to per- 


form probation services for cir- 
cuit courts. 

“This use of the state system 
by/circuit judges in rural areas 
is’ widespread. There are not 
enough satate men to provide this 
service at this time, but it is be- 
lieved that an increase would be 
approved by the Legislature if re- 
quested by the courts with the 
backing of the press and interest- 
ed groups.” 

Reed said that the one-man of- 
fice in St. Louls compares with 
five investigators in Dayton, O., 
a city of 400,900; 12 in Cleveland, 
13*in Boston and 34 in Chicago. 

“No one man could ever hope to 
detionstrate good probation to 
the courts,” Reed said.

Some Want Friendship 
With Russia at All Costs. 


There are also the left wing radicals and 
the intellectual Communist fellow travelers 
who preach friendship for Russia at all 
costs. These are of the same pacificist color 
as Henry Wallace but have greater experi- 
ence. Typical of their utterances are the 
following excerpts from ‘“‘Keep Left,” the 
appeal for “a more drastic Socialist policy” 
signed by 12 back bench Labor members of 
Parliament that was written last April: 


“The time when America could have 
launched a preventive war against Russia 
is past. 

“War is surely inconceivable for five, if 
not for 10 years. 

“Everyone outside Britain knows that, 
however many men we maintain in the 
Armed Forces and however many millions 
we spend on the Service budgets, the British 
Isles are no longer defensible in a major 
war. Here, again, the foreigner sees 
things more clearly than we do. We feel 
ashamed of admitting it for fear that the 
admission would be taken as a sign of 
weakness. But actually a realistic accept- 
ance of an obvious fact would at least con- 
vince our allies that we had come down 
from Cloud Cuckooland and have our feet 
on solid ground. 

“Let us remind ourselves of a few simple 
strategic facts. In a war against America, 
these islands would be starved into submis- 
sion within a few months and the Common- 
wealth would disintegrate. Ina war against 
Russia, nothing could delay the advance of 
the Red Army to the Atlantic coast. Within 
a few weeks all our main ports and cities

the Russians used the atomic bomb that 
would merely speed up the destruction of: 
our war potential and the withdrawal of the 
Government to Ottawa.” 

“No European nation will be any safer for 
taking shelter in either an anti-American or 
an anti-Russian bloc. The security of each 
and all of us depends on preventing the di- 
vision of Europe into exclusive ,Spheres of 
influence.”’

Government Officials 
Treating Americans Well. 


Government officials are making utmost 
efforts to be cordial to Americans. I have 
seen some of the crowded schedules worked 
out for congressional delegations. The high- 
est and busiest British officials allotted 
them plenty of time to ask questions, I was 
given similar courtesies through the Ameri- 
can Information Section of.the Foreign Of- 
fice. Mrs. Joy Wright of this section de- 
serves to be made a Dame of the British 
Empire Order for her effective work in 
enabling visiting American newspaper men 
to see the leaders in British public life and 
in arranging trips in and out of London, 
Our own State Department lacks such effi- 
cient and energetic public relations officials 
in Washington and in the field. The public 
relations staffs of the various ministries 
were also well staffed with permanent civil 
servants who were well versed not only in 
the details of their departments but also in 
the policies of their chiefs and of the Cabi- 
net. ‘ 

When speaking of the Russians, British 
officials indicated little of the animosity 
often shown by American officials. For in- 
stance, Harold Wilson, tlhte 31-year-old presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, was hopeful 
that the $400,000,000 negotiations with the 
Soviet, now stalemated, would be eventually 
worked out. At the time I saw him the 
Geneva trade agreements pact had not yet 
been concluded. He was virtually certain 
that there would be agreement on these 
tariff reductions. 

“After dealing with the Russians for so 
many months,’ he remarked, “the Geneva 
agreements will be easy.” 


Britain Better Off 
Than Most of Europe. 


One reason the British are not complain- 
ing about their present hard lot is that they 
know that other European nations are worse 
off than they. The majority of the persons 
I talked with showed no particular love for 
the French whom they regard as politically 
immature and somewhat lacking in business 
ethics. They realize that France is much 
worse off than England and are willing to 


but as one Englishman expressed it, the 
French “are not very tidy” in arranging 
their affairs. The British are amazingly 
tidy, well disciplined and tolerant. Even the 
taxi drivers show great regard for other 
drivers and policemen. 

I did not find the bitterness against the 
Germans that was so evident here in the 
early years following World War I. The 
German prisoners of war have worked in 
the farming regions and in a few instances 
have married English girls. Although the 
British must increase coal production, the

help her within their own limited resources, 


the French have used them. Still short of 
labor, the British are returning the P.O.W.s. 
The reasoning is that dire as is England’s 
plight, she does not want to use ‘“‘slave la- 
bor” in peacetime. 

In the '20s the British were rather con- 
descending to ‘‘colonials’’ and to a lesser ex- 
tent to Americans. The colonials resented 
this, while many Americans merely became 
more aggressive. This patronizing attitude 
is no longer evident except to a limited de- 
gree in some newspapers and magazines, 
particularly in two or three weekly reviews 
which thought it within their province to 
give President Truman advice on the calling 
of a special session of Congress to vote 
European aid. Like some American writers 
commenting on British affairs, these com- 
mentators did not seem to realize that there 
is timing in American politics just as in 
English and that the politicians are usually 
better judges of public sentiment and what 
can be done than writers*‘who would have 
no responsibility for a failure. 

In the music halls and among the Hyde 
Park orators there is virtually no belittling 
of Americans. The Russians are regarded 
as fair game. At the Marble Arch in Hyde 
Park, the Communist hecklers are given 
rowdy treatment by the speakers and the 
audiences. As soon as a heckler indicates 
he is a Communist, his remarks draw boos. 

I am still puzzled by a personal episode. 
The question of reserving a table at a res- 
taurant came up. My British friend said: 

“You telephone for it. Your American 
voice will get us a better table.’’ 

I got a good table, but I don’t know 
whether it was because the headwaiter likes 
Americans in general or whether he thought 
all Americans were heavy spenders.

Editor Analyzes Results of Recent Senatorial Election in 
Which Candidate Who Declined to Raise Color Ques- 
tion Was Elected: Believes Rankin, Who Was Badly 


Defeated, Is Through.

S a home town Chamber of Commerce secretary might put it, Mississippi, 


got a lot of nice publicity from its 


senatorial election of Nov. 4. To-a 


people long sensitive to outside criticism, the nation’s favorable reaction 
was sweet enough. But a Mississippian summed up the meaning of Judge 
John Stennis’ victory more succinctly than did any sommentator beyond ‘the 
state. He was James A, Cunningham Sr., a lawyer of Boonville, who keynoted 
the 1936 Democratic State Convention. Said Mr. Cunningham, pointedly: 


“Congratulations to the state of Missis- 
sippi for sending a man to Washington rid- 
ing a steed instead of a Negro. The sun 
is rising. Character has become a factor 
and reason is taking the place of fire-snort- 
ing and demagoguery. Let us hope Stennis 
will redeem Mississippi from its position of 
dispute from without and from within,” 

A lot of Mississippians must have felt 
that way. Two of the candidates, Judge 
Stennis and Congressman William C,. Colmer 
avoided race-baiting. They ran first and 
second, respectively in an election in which 
a simple plurality rather than a majority 
was to decide the winner; and, more sig- 
nificantly, their total combined vote of al- 
most 100,000 was greater than the total 
votes for Forrest C. Jackson, who wore 
Bilbo’s mantle; Paul Johnson Jr., 31-year- 
old Marine veteran and demagogically-in- 
clined son of a former governor, and John 
Rankin who lived up to his promise to out- 
Bilbo Bilbo on the stump and who ended 
up in last place. 

Two questions. were being asked hopeful- 
ly as soon as the results were clear. Is 
Rankin through politically? Is the race 
issue no longer a weapon tor the - rabble | 
rouser? ~ 7 

The first question can be answered more 
surely than the second. At 65, John Ran- 
kin is through as a factor in state politics. 
There is small chance that he will seek 
again a state-wide elective office.. There 
is a good chance that he will be defeated 
in his own congressional district next year, 
In his last campaign there he won by only 
a modest majority, and in the senatorial 
race Judge Stennis carried five of Rankin’s 
ten counties, 

But it. is much less certain that the race 
issue is no longer the most efficacious in 


Mississippi. Had the President's Civil Rights ) 


Committee report been made public at the 
beginning instead of in the final days of 
the campaign, Forrest Jackson and possibly 
Rankin himself might have made its con- 
demnation as powerful a vote-getter as was 
Bilbo’s invective against *““Yankee-Commun- 
ist-nigger lover” interference. 


Several Good Signs 

In Recent Elections. 

More hopefully, the fact remains that the 
candidate who refused to inveigh against 
the Negro, the Jew, organized labor and 
the Communist invasion of Mississippi did 
win, while the man who concentrated only 
upon Communists and his support of the 
Taft-Hartley act finished a strong second. 
That’s a good sign. So was the less-pub- 
licized gubernatorial victory last year of 
quiet, constructive Fielding Wright over 
Paul Johnson Jr., who pulled out most of 
the stops. 7 

As to race baiting as a campaign tech- 
nique, the important thing is that Mississippi 
politicians have probably learned from the 
election that (1) it isn’t necessary or even 
sure-fire, and (2) that a lot of Mississip- 
pians don’t like it and say so these days. 
Had Rankin or Jackson won, the foul busi- 
ness of giving the Negroes and Jews the 
works would have remained standard oper- 
ating procedure for many years to come. 

Incidéntally, the infrequency and relative 
mildness of non-Southern comment during 
the campaign helped plenty. Rankin and 
Jackson tried their worst to underline No}th- 
ern meddling, and even Colmer charged 
that a ‘‘Northern labor czar’ had been sent 
to Mississippi to heckle him; but the evi- 
dence of a gay pve outside activity just 
wasn’t there. It is to be hoped that this 
will be as true next time. 

Other factors made the race more complex 
than a simple matter of decency against 
demagoguerye Mississippi's relatively smal] 
labor vote was probably divided between 
Stennis and Jackson as against Congressman 
Colmer. If there is any such thing as a 
veterans’ vote, it must have been divided 
between Colmer, a World War I veteran 
with three sons in World War II, and John- 
son the former Marine.

Students should receive a well-rounded 
education in the arts so as to fit them for 
the general requirements of living and, 
citizenship. They should also receive train- 
ing for vocations which require special edu- 
cation. It is the business of our universities 
to see that these needs are met and that 
neither enjoys a monopoly to the exclusion 
of the other. 
Specialization has gone too far, as many 

specialists themselves admit. Law schools have 
been so busy training legal craftsmen that the 
law as a social instrument has been little im- 
pressed on the bar. Colleges of education have 
offered so much on how to teach that prospec- 
tive teachers have had little time te learn 
what to teach. Engineering schools have pro- 
duced able technicians—largely isolated from 


public affairs. 

This situation is an urgent concern in pro- 
fessional schools generally, with the better ones 
working to achieve a sounder balance, It is 
highlighted by the rumpus at the University of 
Wisconsin, where a student walked out of the 
journalism school, on the grounds that it was 
“stagnant, obsolete, inept, boring and a waste 
of time.” His protest quickly found its way to 
other universities and to newspaper offices. 


Nine years ago President Hutchins of Chicago 
told the Inland Press Association that “the 
shadiest educational ventures under respectable 
auspices are the schools of journalism.” Such 
blasts have come at intervals and even though 
the criticism has been more intemperate than 
persuasive, education for newspaper work has 
been the better for it. 

The founder of the Post-Dispatch was also 
the founder of the school of journalism at Co- 
lumbia University, New York. Out of his ex- 
perience as a self-taught editor, Joseph Pul- 
itzer came to believe that special training for 
journalism was desirable to improve the stand- 
ards of the press. “Our Republic and its press 
will rise or fall together,” he wrote in 1904 in 
the North American Review article which set 
forth his ideas in detail. 


While Joseph Pulitzer believed that such a 
school should furnish “technical and profes- 
sional instruction,” he believed equally that its‘ 
instruction should be provided in “the liberal 
spirit.” He did not propose merely competent 
presentation of news and editorial techniques. 
On the contrary, he went to fullest lengths to 
emphasize that training in journalism should 
provide ample opportunity to explore the best 
in style, literature, law, history, sociology, eco- 
nomics, government, the arts and other subjects. 


As journalism schools were set up in state 
universities and co-educational schools gener- 
ally — Harvard, Yale, Princeton and Chicage 
still will not have them—competition in “shop” 
courses got under way. The result was a head- 
long rush on the side of techniques. The broad 
education which Joseph Pulitzer envisioned came 
out at the little end of the horn. 


Some schools are beginning to pull them- 


selves back. By and large, they still have a 


long way to go. The emphasis is still on a new 
“lab” for news photography rather than on using 
the resources of the university for study in such 
fields as labor economics, public finance, inter- 
national relations and municipal administration 
—all intimate concerns of editors and reporters. 

The Pulitzer school at Columbia University 
has made itself a wholly graduate institution. 
That is, it admits students only after they have 
completed four years of liberal arts training. 
The American Press Institute, recently estab- 
lished in connection with this school, recognizes 
the need of journalists, not so much for trade 
skills, but for wider backgrounds. For almost 
10 years, the Nieman Foundation at Harvard has 
provided groups of newspaper men selected an- 
nually with opportunity to inform themselves 
at that great university. 


These are important signs for the undergradu- 
ate journalism schools, which need to engage 
in much more of self-discipline. They should 
quit trying to outdo each other in the number 
of “professional” courses. They should tighten 
up the instruction they offer, so that precious 
time is not wasted. They should improve their 
instruction, which means better and probably 
fewer teachers. Above all, they should not ster- 
ilize the prospective newspaper writer or editor 
out of the university community, which is pre- 
cisely what has happened in too many cases. 

- Nothing will take the place of a well-rounded 
education. Professional instruction may be 
asided in a graduate year or carefully co-ordi- 
nated into undergraduate study, but it should 
not become the exclusive substance.

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“The Bible of Humanity” 

The Falangists have denounced Miguel de 
Cervantes Saavedra as “a liberal, democratic, 
decadent writer,” but the literary world. this 
year celebrates his 400th anniversary—and the 
greatness of his book, “Don Quixote,” the book 
which Sainte-Beuve called “the bible of human- 
ity.” 

This is, of course, the tale of the lank, lean, 
mad Knight of LaMancha and his droll squire 
riding—as in Daumier’s drawing—across the 
harsh Spanish landscape, victims of one halluci- 
nation and crude jest after another. 

It is—as Byron, Shelley,‘ Macaulay, Sainte- 
Beuve, Verlaine, Victor Hugo, Heine, Goethe, 
Dostoievsky, Turgeniev and so many others have 
testified—a masterpiece so great that its author 
must be accounted the peer of Shakespeare and 
Dante. And it is also—especially its second 
part—‘“the wisest book in the world.” 

Consider the counsel given by the Don to 
Sancho on the occasion of the squire’s “appoint- 
ment” as governor of Baratraria: “Let never 
obstinate Self-conceit be thy Guide; ’tis the vice 
of the ignorant .... Be equally solicitous to 
find out the Truth, where Offers and Presents 
of the Rich, and the Sobs and Importunities of 
the Poor are in the Way. . . . In the Trial of 
Criminals, consider as much as thou canst with- 
out Prejudice to the Plaintiff, how defenseless 
and open the miserable are to the Temptations 
of our corrupt and deprav’d Nature, and so far 
show thyself full of Pity and Clemency; for 
though God’s Attributes are equal, yet His Mercy 
is more attractive and pleasing in our Eyes, than 
His Justice,” ! | 

Consider also the earthy sagacity of Sancho 
sitting in judgment; for example, how he de- 
tected the trick of the debtor who concealed: 10 
gold crowns in a stick, asking his creditor to 
hold it while he swore that he had put the 
money into the man’s hand. And then there is 
Sancho’s level-headedness. “Let ‘em dress me 
as they will, I’ll be the same Sancho Panza still.” 

Not the léast wonder of “Don Quixote” is that 
it should have been written in Cervantes’ fifty- 
seventh year—and the second part as he was 
nearing 70. As a young man he had his mo- 
ment of glory at Lepanto, but then came little 
but trouble and poverty. Even though his book 
was an immediate success, it may be doubted 
whether he received much more for it than the 
450 reales ($18) that he borrowed from Robles 
the printer. But the burdens were not too heavy 
for his spirit. As Ramon Sender said: 

“He has made us kin to all men through a 
noble relationship: humor, and through a solemn 
one; fatalism. These two conjoined make it pos- 
sible to smile on a higher plane than: that of 
disillusionment; and perhaps are capable of a 
higher faith than that of the ideal.”

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Farm Bounties or Soil Improvement? 

Farm income has ballooned until it is now 
about four times as high as it was in the fairly 
prosperous farm year of 1939. Yet the Federal 
Government continues to pay the farmers sub- 
sidies running to a quarter of a billion dollars 
a year. Obviously this cannot be justified now, 
as it was in former years, on the ground that it 
is required to equalize the income of farmers 
with that of other groups of the population. So 
it is paid out, in large part, as compensation for 
soil improvement. 

But how much soil improvement are we get- 
ting for our money? A bright beam of light was 
shed on this question at the recent hearings of 
the House Committee on Agriculture in Kansas 
City. 

A. P. Atkins, operator of a 10,000-acre cattle 
ranch in Texas County, Oklahoma, told the com- 
mittee that the Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration (successor to the AAA) “seems to 
function on the principle of making it easy for 
everyone to earn the payments, so we can jus- 
tify the program because of wide participation.” 


Atkins testified that so-called soil-improvement 
incentive payments in his county in 1947 would 
total $240,000, but that not more than $40,000 
would represent permanent improvements to the 
soil, He added: 

On the basis of past performance—waste, 
inefficiency and poor administration—lI 
think you would be justified in abolishing 
so-called soil conservation payments. 
Congress should turn its back on farm-bounty 

politicians and legislate a soil conservation pro- 
gram which will give a tangible return for the 
taxpayer’s money. The way to do this is to en- 
large the role of Hugh Bennett’s highly efficient, 
non-political Soil Conservation Service and re- 
quire the Agricultural Extension Service to give 
it full, unstinted co-operation.

Indian Summer” (1940) and “The World 
of Washington Irving” (1945). The fifth 
volume is to carry to World War I. 

The book just published is of course not 
concerned solely with Melville and Whit- 
man, though they are limned with typical 
Brooks exhilaration. Many a page is alive 
with Mark Twain, that “divine amateur,”

Mr. Brooks has faults that any formalist 
can detect and deplore, but the feat of his 
assimilating and rendering narratively the 
substance and style of his thronging per- 
sonalities makes trite understatement of 
Dr. Johnson's comment: “A man will turn 
over half a library to make a book.” 

Like the others of this vivid series, “The 
Times of Melville and Whitman” should 
carry a great body of readers on a voyage 
of thrilled discovery into the great Ameri- 
can past. Mr. Brooks seems headed for 
new -honors to cap those heaped on him 
in the past.

Why? 

Career diplomats _ from the 
“Russian desk” divisions of the 
major delegations aren't certain 
what it means, but they. break it 
déewn about as follows: 

Andrei Vishinsky, Russia's Dep- 
uty Foreign Minister, was sent 
here this year instead of his boss, 
Foreign Minister V. M Molotov, 
precisely to try again the “tough 
approach.” 

The Kremlin (as the experts ra- 
tionalize it) had determined to 
make one great atab of diatribe, 
abuse and inoredible name-calling 
ag part of the Soviet campaign to 
hamstring the European relief 
plan. 

Molotov did not come, as orig- 
inally planned; because his lead- 
ership of such a program before 
the U.N. might becloud his posi- 
tion at the Big Four session of 
the Council of Foreign Ministers, 
opening Nov. 25 in London. 

Session a Trial Run. 

This U.N. session was, then, @ 
trial run. The Russians wanted to 
see how far they could get, how 
much they could force the West- 
‘ern communities into retreat, 

But the tactics of Vishinsky ac- 
complished something else entire- 
ly. It tightened the whole anti- 
Communist line, forced many of 
the intermediate nations to choose 
sides prematurely, and, altogether, 
strengthened the Western posi- 


tion. 

As the experts see it, Vishin- 
sky’s outpouring of abuse and 
condemnation was a year late, 
This autumn found the Western 
countries toughened up and ready 
to see the Soviet tirades for ex- 
actly what they were—a propa- 
ganda drive intended to discredit 
ithe United States, Britain and all 
‘the West. 

Vishinsky’s mistake, it is felt 
by many. observers, was in over- 
drawing the picture, in overplay- 
ing his hand. 4 

His terrifying attacks, any sin- 
gle one worse than the League of 
Nations ever heard, soon reached 
such a gutter stage that his tar- 
gets refused to fall into the trap 
lof replying in kind.

Announcement of a “Comin-

rule in western Europe as well as 
in satellite countries. With the 
Cominform program the Commu- 
nists declared political war upon 
Europe's outstanding Socialists 
and repudiated co-operation with 
any truly independent leftist or 
liberal groups. That complete 
about-face could only have been 
dictated by a deep sense of the

In Same Category. 


Everything that has happened 
of late in the Soviet satellite coun- 
tries of Eastern Europe can be 
placed equally in the samé defen- 
‘sive category. The execution of 
| Bulgaria's Petkov, the flights of 
Mikolajcsyk from Poland and op- 
poasitionist Pfeiffer from Hungary, 
signaled the rigid tightening of 
Communist controls in these 
three nations, The trial of Maniu 
‘and the complete “communizing” 
‘of the Bucharest Government con- 
firmed a similar policy in Ro- 
mania, Even in Czechoslovakia, 
where the various political parties 
still retain their freedom, Com- 
munist pressures have reached an 
unprecedented intensity. 

All these developments might be 
interpreted as parts of a general 
Communist party offensive, but 
only in a superficial sense. Ac- 
tually, the Soviet-Communist tac- 
tics show plainly that the Krem- 
lin feels a desperate urgency. Be- 
hind the Stettin-Trieste line its 
leaders and partners are nailing 
down all possible Communist con- 
trols.

The chief question which re 
mains is how quickly and how 
completely the equilibrium .in 
Europe can be consolidated.

Soon after the commune, the In- 
ternationale moved its headquar- 
ters to New York and quietly ex- 
pired in 1875, It had laid the foun- 
dation for Socialist parties in 
numeéroug countries. 

Second Interffftionale, 

The second Internationale came 
into being in 1889, During the 15- 
year interim, Socialism all over 
Europe had made long forward 
strides.

Quite frequently friends express 
concern over the planes we flew 
in World War I, calling them bail- 
ing-wire and bamboo crates. What 
they apparently do not realize is 
that we whipped the Luftwaffe of 
those days because we had the best 
engines in the worki: Hispano- 
Suiza, Renault, Rhone, Gnome, 
Clerget and others. These engines 
were the margin of French air su- 
ex 4 in those days. 

U.S. Engines Developed. 

After World War I, British avia- 
tion took over the skies and was 
the best on earth for a span of 
years by virtue of an; engine—the | 
Rolls-Royce. Then came develop- 
ment of the American air-cooled 
engines, .products of Wright, 
United Aircraft and lesser compa- 
nies. On the backs of these en- 
gines, American air transport be- | 
came supreme, and by virtue of 
them our concept of strategic air 
power was made possible. 

Again during the late war an 
engine almost changed the course 
of history. The Germans had vic- 
tory in hand by development of 
the jet. Had it not been for Hit- 
ler’s all-consuming hatred of Great 
Britain which diverted Teuton in- 
dustry from jet fighters capable of 
destroying Allied air power into 
an attempt to build a jet bomber 
to destroy England. Germany 
would have dictated the peace. 

In short, throughout the entire 
history of the airplane, superiority 
in horsepower, unless misdirected, 
has meant supremacy in air pow- 
er. Government and public alike 
will do well constantly to antici- 
pate that the next decisive turn of 
fate will hinge upon the ability of 
free science to beat totalitarian 
science to the punch in the realm 
of a new form of propulsive pow- 
er for aircraft.

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Presale Calls for Good Cleanup 
In Garden to Ease Spring Tasks 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE. 

Freezing weather always calls 
for a general cleanup in the 

den. This fall there is an extra 

neentive for doing a thorough 
job, for Secretary of “Agriculture 
Anderson has set a goal of 20,000,- 
000 Freedom gardens for 1948, 

As much food as possible should 
be produced during the spring 
months, when shortages may be 
most acute. Clearing away weeds 
and litter now will prepare the 
plot for earlie? planting. An au- 
few cleanup is also good insur- 
cee against damage next season 
from insects and plant diseases. 
Because of the prolonged heat 
and drouth, attacks of all kinds 
of garden pests have been un- 
usually severe this fall, Some of 
these pests may hibernate in the 
soil over the winter, but many 
others settle down quite comfort- 
ably on remnants of vegetable 
crops, or on stray weeds, grasses, 
or other garden litter. 

The Mexican bean beetle, which 


makes lacework of the foliage of 
bush or pee beans, winters on the 
old plan Dr. Cynthia Westcott, 
who has won fame as a “plant 
doctor,” recommends —— in- 
fected vines or spading them 

under at least six inches a 

The writer would prefer to dig 
them into the soil, for they would 
then supply some humus and plant 
food for next season's crop. 

Flea beetles, cucumber beetles, 
potato leaf hoppers and cutworms 
also hibernate in garden trash. To 
deprive them of shelter, the gar- 
den should be cleared of weeds 
and grasses, and.crops that have 
— killed by cold weather should 

be spaded into the soil. If the 
gardener prefers to do so, tomato 
vines, corn stalks and any other 
plants that are free from signs 
of insects or diseases may be 
pulled up and added to the com- 
post pile. In a few instances burn- 
ing is the remedy. Corn stalks. 
for example, should be burned if 
they show signs of smut—a fungus 


disease that causes ugly, misshapen 


hs on stalks and ears. 

It is cleanup time, too, for the 
woe-begone flower border. Frost- 
blackened annwtals should be 
pulled up and added to the com- 
post heap. Stalks of cannas and 
dahlias shou'd be cut off an inch 
or two above the ground, and the 
tibers lifted carefully for winter 
storage. To get rid of hibernat- 
ing thrips, gladiolus corms should 

be rolled in a DDT duat. 


Tender new leaves of delphin- 
jum should be inspected to be sure 
that they are healthy and free 
from cyclamen mite, and old 
stalks and leaves, which might 
harbor bacteria of black spot, 
should be removed. As a precau- 
tion against crown rot, delphin- 
jums and other plants that have 
hollow stems should be sprayed 
with bordeaux mixture or fermate. 

Peonies should be cut off even 
with the ground, for the resting 
bodies of botrytris blight winters 
at the very . base of the stems. 
Last season’s flower stalks of hol- 
lyhocks and phlox also should be 
removed, to guard against holly- 
hock rust and phlox mildew. Since 
the iris borer lays its eggs on old 
foliage, it is a good idea to rid 
the plants of old leaves and trash, 
taking care, however, to leave all 
of the new central fan. 

Tops of most other perennials 
should be removed after they have 
been killed by a heavy freeze. 
Plants with almost evergreen foli- 
age shoud not be cut, however. In- 
cluded in this list are madonna 
lilies, oriental poppies, pinks and 
rock garden plants such as hardy 
alyssum, creeping phiox, arabis 
and the primroses. 

Leaves and grass should be Care- 
fully removed from the perennial 
borders, lest they ‘furnish winter 
shelter for tarnished plant bugs. 
stalk borers and slugs, or for dis- 
eases like aster yellows. Since 
grass has the habit of creeping 
into flower beds, straightening the 
edges in autumn is a good pre- 
caution.

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YOUNG DEMOCRATS 
FOR TAFT ACT REPEAL 


Convention Turns Down Res- 
olution for State Owner- 
ship of Tidelands. 


— 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
Immediate repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley labor law was advocated 
today by young Democrats of the 
nation at the closing meeting 
their annual convention. 


A labor resolution was adopted |’ 


by a voice vote after Arthur Naf- 
talin, Minneapolis delegate to the 
meeting of the Young Democratic 
Clubs of America, insisted on an 
amendment for the repeal. 

Delegates turned down a reso- 
lution which would have indorsed 
federal legislation retaining own- 
ership of tidelands by the states. 
The California delegation split on 
the proposal, which was strongly 
backed by Texas and several 
other states. 

Other resolutions favored: Pas- 
sage of a general housing bill, a 
“co-ordinated drive” to bring 
down housing costs, continuance 
of federal rent controls, exten- 
sion of public housing legislation 
and federal funds for low rental 
housing for veterans, universal 
military training and “a high 
state of preparedness” for the 
armed forces, retention by the 
United States of “complete con- 
trol” of the atomic bomb. 

Other resolutions asked for 
curbs on inflation and on high 
living costs. 

The convention elected Roy G. 
Baker, 33 years old, a Sherman 
(Tex.) lawyer, to succeed Joe C. 
Carr, of Nashville, Tennessee Sec- 
retary of State, as president of 
the organization. Carr had served 
as president since 1941, the year 
of the last convention. No meet- 
ings were held during the war.

It is on a tract of 1206 acres, at 
the junction of Highway 63 and 
State Route 68, about 88 airline 
miles southwest of St. Louis. There 
are three asphalt runways, two of 


5000 feet. Equipment includes a 
control tower with complete radio 
equipment; field lighting, includ- 
ing floodlights and flush runway 
lights of the type installed at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field; a fire 
engine and crash truck; electri- 
clan’s truck; two snow plows, 
bulldozer and grass mowing equip- 
ment. 

A total of 100,000 gallons of avia- 
tion gasoline can be kept in four 
underground storage tanks, and 
16,000 gallons of automotive gaso- 
line in other tanks. There are 
two deep wells and a pumping 
system, as well as a septic tank, 
sewer and sewage disposal plant. 
In addition to the one large sheet 
metal hangar there are 32 small 
buildings which have been left 
standing for possible use as living 
and office quarters for CAA per- 
sonnel, At present a 24 hour air-

His strength 
of character and intellectual attainments soon caused 
him te be elected by his fellow-monks as provincial, 
or head, of the reighone_ community.

@ IN THE FOLLOWING YEARS HE WROTE earned 
philosophical] and theological works which were incorporated 
inte the curricula of Catholic universities throughout the world. 
' The onset of World’ War II in 1939 brought a brusque 
end to that phase of his career. Like all Frenchmen of mili- 
tary age, he was mobilized for service. 

He left the cloistered precincts of the monastery and re- 
sumed his old naval rank as commander of a warship, re- 
ceiving—like all churchmen inducted into military service—a 
dispensation from the Vatican from the commandment “Thou 
shalt not kill.”

@ WDWARGENLIEU WAS PROMOTED to captain in the 
easly months of the war, but was taken prisoner by the 
Germans in the debacle of June 1940. He soon escaped, and 
in the guise of a Norman peasant made his way to London to 
join Gen. De Gaulle's Free French Movement. 

De Gaulle welcomed the “monk” warmly and gave him 
command of the unsuccessful expedition against Dakar, in 
French West Africa. While going ashore with a white flag, 
D’Argenlieu was fired upon by the Vichy garrison and severely 
wounded. 

Upon his recovery in London, he was appointed a member 
of the Free French National Council and detailed to duty in 
the United States and Canada. 

Later he became High Commissioner for French island 
possessions in the Pacific, with headquarters in New Cale- 
Gonia. There he met and became friends with high-ranking 
American Army and Navy officers who were preparing the 
offensive against Japan from island bases.

se IN 1944 HE WAS RECALLED to London and appointed 
commander in chief of all Free French naval forces. He en- 
tered Paris with De Gaulle on the day of liberation, Aug. 25, 
1944, and was then sent to Indochina as High Commissioner. 

During his tenure in that office, the bloody uprising broke 
out against French authority in the rich colony. The admiral’s 
Communist enemies in Paris intrigued successfully for his 
recall. 

He retired to the monastery shortly after his return to the 
capital and resumed his monastic name of “Father Louis 
de la Trinite.” 

Since taking up the thread of his religious life again, Father 
Louis's existence is somewhat different from that of his 
felldw-monks. He ts no longer provincial, as another head of 
the order was elected when Father Louls donned a naval offi- 
cer’'s uniform in 1939.

But as one-time commander of French naval forces, 
he will retain the rank of admiral for life, and he is en 
titled to all the courtesies of an admiral’s rank—such 
as an alde-de-camp, butler and chauffeur He is also 
Grand Chancellor of the Order of the Liberation, 
founded by De Gaulle after the battle of Dakar, and 
as such atiends meetings of the order.

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of the Gypsy Queen

MERIDIAN, Miss., Noy. 15. 


HEN Kelly Mitchell, — 
Queen of the Gypsies, di 
back in 1915, this Mississippi 

town was treated to a spectacle it 

hasn’t forgotten to this day. In 
fact, Kelly’s funeral and the leg- 


ends about her tomb have become 


a part of the city’s tradition and 
claim to fame. 


The guidebooks refer to it as 
the burial place of not only Kelly, 
but of her husband, Emil, of 
the Gypsies, who died only five 
years ago, as well as of other 
members of the ,soyal gypsy 
family. 

The chief legend.about Kelly has 
to do with the wealth which was 
buried with her. The story has 
grown through the years, as such 
stories will, until now it is whis- 
pered about that a fortune in gold 
coins, diamonds, rubies and other 
precious stones, which would 
come close to $100,000 in value, 
was buried with her. 

As a result, onslaughts on Kelly’s 
grave have become rather routine 
affairs. Every few years someone 
takes a crack at the underground 
vault, but about all they succeed in 
unearthing are the legends about 
her. Because’ Kelly herself and 
her vaunted wealth are hard to 
get to. The gypsies saw to that 
when they buried her, 

The latest attack on Kelly's 
grave was made only a short time 
ago. The police of Texarkana, 
Ark., arrested Howard Hart, one 
of the notorious Hart brothers 
who have in the past brought 
about as much notoriety to Meri- 
dian as the Gypsy royal family. 

Homer and Howard Hart were 
twin brothers who were born in 
Meridian and grew up, coinciden- 
tally, right across the street from 
Rose Hill cemetery, where the 
Gypsy royalty is buried. Both of 
them turned early to a life of 
crime, and Homer, who liked to 
dress like a woman when engaged 
in nefarious pursuits, was killed 
recently in Cleveland. 

When Texarkana police picked 
up Howard, they found on him 
a crude map of Rose Hill ceme- 
tery, with the Gypsy burial lot 
marked on it. They also found 
old newspaper clippings about the 
burial of Kelly, and a handful of 


ancient gold coins. 
oak ak 


T was these gold coins which 
startied and puzzled police and 
public, because everyone knows 
that Kelly was buried with a neck- 
lace of gold coins around her neck, 


and other gold coins in her hair. 


They informed Meridan police 
who rushed to Rose Hill and dis- 
covered, sure enough, that someone 
had been at Kelly’s grave again. 
The heavy white marble slab 
which covers it had been pushed 
aside, With a crowbar, or similar 
tool, the grave robbers had 
chopped out a foot square hole 
through the eight inches of con- 
crete which surrounds the casket. 

But there they were stumped. 
Because around the Gypsy queen's 
mahogany casket there is a thick 
steel vault. It is several inches 
thick, and it would take an acety- 
lene torch to go through it. 

Whoever had been at the grave 
had hammered on the steel with 
the crowbar and had, like others 
before them, given it up. Kelly's 
treasure, there was no doubt, was 
still secure. The cement hole was 
repaired, the earth replaced over 
it, and the marble slab laid back 
in place. Kelly’s grave again looks 
just as it did when she was buried. 

Kelly died on Jan. 31, 1915, and 
was buried on Feb. 15, On Feb, 1, 
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Emil, King of the Gypsies, arrived 
in Meridian by train, looking for 
an undertaker. He was directed 
to the establishment of Horace C. 
Smith, now retired and living in 
California,

E told Smith who he was, and 
that his wife, the queen, had 
died the day before, at Lilita, 
Ala., and he wanted her buried. 
Smith suggested they go for the 
body. King Emil, who was accom- 
panied by several Gypsy men, told 
him no, to stay where he was. He 
would bring the body. He and his 
followers departed, and the next 
day they returned, by train, 
bringing the body of the dead 
queen , 


Smith didn’t know that he was 
in for the strangest ordeal in his 
long career as a martician. To 
begin with, no sooner had the 
body arrived in Meridian than 
gypsies began pouring into town. 
They came from all over the Unit- 
ed States. Those in Mississippi 
and surrounding states arrived in 
the big gypsy wagons they trav- 
eled in in those days. Leaders of 


‘clans from distant states arrived

by train, They camped around the 
outskirts of Meridian. 

Word got around of the death 
and coming funeral of the queen 
of the gypsies and it was written 
up in newspapers all over the 
country. This attracted hordes of 
the curious, 

At King Emil’s direction, the 
body was embalmed and then lay 
in state for two weeks, in order 
to give all the gypsies who want- 
ed to come time to get there. 

“T'll never forget it as long as 
I live,” saya Mortician J. W. Kear- 
ney, who was then assistant to 
Horace: Smith. “Anyone who 
wanted to could come in and view 
the body, and it became a sort of 
regular attraction, especially to 
the school children. They would 
drop in every afternoon after 
school, 

“Townspeople dropped in, and 
brought others with them, and 
consequently there was a pretty 
steady procession past the casket 
during the entire two weeks.” 


Kelly lay in her mahogany cof- 
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fin, lined with bronze. King Emil 
wanted an oak coffin, Kearney 
recalls, but Smith didn’t have any 
oak coffin, and told him mahog- 
any was even better, 

Kelly was dressed, not in the 
silks and satins with which 
legend now clothes her, but in a 
typical gypsy dress. containing all 
the colors of the rainbow and as 
gaudy, as Kearney says, “as all 
get-out.” 

Also, according to the legend, 
there were diamonds and rubies 
and other precious stones sewn on 


her dress like sequins,*not to men- 
tion the wealth in gold coins. 


Well, as Kearney says, its a

neck was a strand of old gold

HE people of Meridian, like 

people everywhere, hate to let 

go of a good legend, so they 
point out that the stuff may have 
been put in by the gypsies just be- 
fore the casket was closed, Where 
there’s smoke, there's fire, they 
say, and who knows what the 
gypsies might have slipped into 
the coffin? 

At any rate, after a couple of 
weeks King. Emil decided it was 
time to bury Kelly, On the day 
of the funeral, the streets were 
lined with curious crowds. The 
occasion was more on the gala 
than the solemn side. When the 
gypsy pallbearers brought the Cas- 
ket out of Smith’s funeral home, 
they could hardly get through the 
curious throng. 

While they had no objection to 
the ‘crowds and their curiosity, 
there was one thing they drew the 
line at—that was photographs. 
They had a superstition concern- 
ing photographs of the dead, and

might happen to a person caught 
trying to take a picture. 

This posed quite a problem for 
Cap’n John Hammond, a young 
and ambitious photographer, who 
had recently come to Meridian and 
opened a small shop. Now Cap'n 
Hammond is the leading photog- 
rapher and dealer in cameras and 
supplies. 

To augment his income, Cap’n 
Hammond took newsreels for 
Pathe. In those days the news- 
reel people had photographers 
only in the large cities. In places 
like Meridian they depended on 
anyone who owned a .35-mm, cam- 
era and knew how to operate it, 

Cap'n Hammond had such a 
camera. He also had his first big 
assignment, the funeral of the 
queen of the gypsies. He also 
needed the revenue it would bring 
forth. But the gypsies had threat- 
ened to kill anyone who took pic- 
tures, 

True to.the traditions of the 
newsreel camera men—or maybe 
he, on this occasion, started the 
tradition—Cap’n Hammond lugged 
his camera to the roof of a three- 
story building across the street, 
On the front of the building is a 
tiny cupola, designed solely for 
decoration, but big enough for a 
man to squeeze into. He got the 
pictures, sent them away, and 
they were immediately shown all 
over the United States—except 
Meridian. They didn’t show them 
here for several weeks, until the 
gypsies had all departed.

HE film was shown for yeers 

around Meridian, until it final- 

ly wore out, Severdl years after 
the funeral, a group of ambitious 
young thespians around town de- 
cided to make a movie, telling 
the story of the death of the 
queen of the gypsies. Cap’n Ham- 
mond was the camera man. That 
film also was shown around Mis- 
sissippi until it wore out, to the 
relief, no doubt, of several now 
middle-aged and dignified citi- 
zens. 

The funeral procession which 
followed Kelly out Zeventh street, 
which leads in an almost straight 
line from the heart of the busi- 
ness district to Rose Hill ceme- 
tery, was a sight to see. Those 
gypsies who could not get in the 
undertaker’s carriages, went on 
foot. The street for the entire 


mile and a half to the cemetery 


were lined three and. four deep. 
The hearse was preceded by a 
Shrine band. The gypsy men had 
on their loudest suits and their 
long mustachios were waxed and 
pointed. 

The women had on their bright- 
est hues; their earrings and their 
spangies. It looked more lNke a 
parade than a funeral proceasion 
and it took a half hour to pass a 
given point.

On the cross of 
Emil’s grave is engraved @ crown, 
with the words, “King” carved on 
it. A crown also decorates the 
cross above Kelly's grave, with the 
words, “Queen,” i 

This latest attempt to rob Kel- 
hy’s grave came nearer to the goal 
than any before, but it left Police 
Chief O. A. Booker fairly uncon- 
cerned. For one thing, he’s grown 
rather used to people pushing the 
marble slab aside and starting to 
dig, only to give up when they 
strike concrete. It would take far 
more than one night's work to 
reach the body. 

And even if they should get 
through, says Booker, they’re. prob- 
ably in for a terrific disappoint- 
ment. He is one of the small 
band of realists who scoffs at the 
idea that Kelly was buried with a 
fortune in gold and gems. 

“Probably a few old coins,” he 
says, “that wouldn’t be of much 
value to anyone but»a collector.”

However, there is one multiple 
killer in this country who mur-

Its feature attraction was a

One of the sights that 
drew visitors was watching Joe 
Ball, owner of the tavern, feed 
raw meat to the large reptiles. 
From sluggish lumps in the murky 
pond they suddenly would come 
alive, lash out with their tails, 
roar and churn the water as they 
fought among themselves for the 
tidbits, 

Equally important as a drawing 
card were the good looks of the 
waitresses employed there. Ball 
had a reputation for picking ex- 
ceptionally beautiful girls in a 
state that boasts of the pulchri- 
tude of its women. 

In September 1938 Deputy Sher- 
iff John Gray received a request 
from a San Antonio woman ask- 
ing him to locate her 22-year-old 
doughter who had been employed 
at the Elmendorf roadhouse.

The deputy sheriff drdve to the 
roadhouse to get her new address, 
but nobody there knew where she 
had gone. Ball, owner of the 
tavern, said that she had come 
to him one night at closing time, 
abruptly told him she was leav- 
ing to take a job elsewhere, 
pr wked her bag and left. 

“Maybe she had another job and 
maybe she thought she wasn't

getting enough attention,” Ball 
said with a broad smile. 

Gray knew what the other 
meant. It had been no’ secret 
that Hazel had fallen in love with 
bor employer and for a time the 
couple frequently went out togeth- 
er. A chesty, virile-looking man 
with sharp features and short 
cropped hair, Ball eagerly courted 
each girl he employed until a new 
one arrived. 


His constant switch in affec- 
tions resulted in a steady turnover 
as the girls resented the. loss of 
his attention.

From: other employes Gray 
learned that Hazel found hrself 
discarded when Ball had a recon- 
ciliation with his pretty third wife 
and that the waitress was notice- 
ably unhappy as she went about

AZEL had not told her fellow 

workers of her plans and they 

first learned that she Wag gone 
when Ball told them. None of 
them had heard from her and :lid 
not know where she could te

Ironically, Ball and his wife 
separated a week after Hazel left. 

A routine tracer was sent out 
for the missing girl while Gray 
checked with bus drivers and cth- 
ers. Several days later the dep- 
uty sheriff held a conference with 
John Kelvenham, another deputy. 
Hazel had disappeared without a 
trace. She had not taken a bus 
from town and nobody “ould be 
found who saw her on the high- 
way or who had given her a lift. 

Kelvenham went to his files, re- 
moved a folder and placed it in 
front of Gray. Fifteen months 
earlier a pretty girl named Min- 
nie May Gotthardt had disap- 
peared after working at the tav- 
ern, 

She had been reported .missing 
by her family when several 
months went by without wurd 
from her. She, too, had left the 
tavern to take a job elsewhere 
and still was listed as missing.

The girls can 
be anywhere.” 

Gray and Kelvenham concen- 
trated once more on trying to 
trace Hazel Brown's movements. 
The last time she had been seen 
was when she entered Ball’s office 
to talk to him. According to Ball, 
this was when she told him she 
was leaving. 


He said she carried a handbag 
and he had not accompanied her 
to the bus atop. 

A witness was found who said 
that late on the same night that 
Hazel had disappeared, he had 
seen Ball rolling a barrel down 
toward the river in the back of 
the tavern. 

The deputies found a blood- 
stained barrel but Ball smiled 
when confronted by the officer. 


“Still looking for nothing, I see,” 
he jeered. “Sure that’s bloodstains 
on the barrel. It comes from the 


raw meat I feed my ’gators.” 


Ball was summoned to the 
sheriff’s office while the deputies 
went through his room. Hidden 
in back of a desk drawer they 
found a lot of love letters. Two 
were of particular interest to the 
officers, one from Minnie Gott- 
hardt and the other from Hazel 
Brown. Each of the girls pro- 
tested at being brushed aside and 
threatened to break up the new 
romance, ’ 


The officers felt certain they

were on the right track. Ball, 
they were convinced, murdered the 
girls to prevent them from inter- 
fering with his new love affairs. 
He had kept the letters instead of 
destroying them because of his 
vanity, 

Ball retained his calm, affable 
manner when shown the letters. 
“Who pays attention to silly 
girls?” he remarked, 

The deputies replied that they 
were going to obtain a search 
warrant and dig up the rear yard 
of the tavern. “Why bother with 
a warrant,” Ball countered. “Come 
along now and I'll help you.”

HE men returned to the tav- 

ern. Ball went to the cash 

register and said he wanted to 
count the receipts, He punched 
the no sale key. and yanked out a 
revolver, While the deputies 
reached for their weapons, Ball 
shot and killed himself. 

One of the witnesses to the sui- 
cide was Clifford Wheeler, a Negro 
handyman employed by Ball. As 
soon as he was certain that his 
employer was dead, Wheeler be- 
gan pouring out a story in a rush 
of words, 

He said that he had been afraid 
to talk while Ball was still alive 
and revealed that he actually had 


seen the tavern owner murder 
both Minnie Gotthardt and Hazel 
Brown, He said Ball shot Hazel, 
dismembered her body with an 
axe and then forced him to bury 
her. He took the officers’ to a 
spot on the shore of the San An- 
tonio river where the body was 
found. . 

Ball lured Minnie to a beach on 
the Gulf of Mexico for a day’s 
outing. That evening while she 
was looking up at a star he had 
pointed out to her, he crashed an 
iron pipe down on her skull). Her 
body was buried in a sand dune. 


After Ball's death, Texas Ran- 
gers entered the investigation and 
found a former neighbor who said 
that one night while riding by the 
tavern he saw Ball shoving what 
seemed like a woman's head into 
the alligator pool. When he dashed 
up Ball pulled a gun and insisted 
that it was a cat he had fed to the 
alligators. 

Convinced that he had been mis- 
taken, the neighbor had not told 
anybody what he saw. Authorities 
were unable to trace at least a half 
dozen women who had worked for 
Ball. 

Only Ball, and possibly the alli- 
gators knew what had happened 
to them.

HUGH HERBERT'S “For Love or Money” may be a rubbishy 
affair and unworthy of the attention of the higher criticism,

OR too long a time many peo- 
F ple have believed that fish is a = 

brain food, all because some 
pseudo or flippant food chemist 
made a remark to that effect. 
Fish has no more of a favorable 
influence on our brains than does 
meat, cheese and eggs. Some fish 
furnishes considerable energy be- 
cause of its fat content. Many are 
good sources of the B vitamins 
and all furnish complete protein, 
which makes them not just good 
pinch hitters for meat but alter- 
nates that can yr the same im- 
portant role in nutrition as meat 
does any day in the week, 


This should cause us to have 
respect for fish, and unless we do 
have an appreciation of its food |= 
possibilities, we will never trouble 
ourselves to cook it excellently. 
The numerous kinds of fish, with 
wonderful variations in color, deli- 
cate flavoring and flaky texture, 
challenge the type of cook the 
world counts on to whip up delli- :: 
cious food, 

While the flavor of some fish 
is not as delicious as others, the 

cook always finds some 
method of cooking and uses some 
harmonious flavoring that will 
make it intriguing to the eye and 
palate. 

Baked Fish and Spinach. 
Two-pound fish fillets (bass, 
trout, flounder), two ns 
salt, pepper, one and one-half- 
pound spinach, one teaspoon grat- 
ed onion, two tablespoons butter 
or margarine, two tablespoons 
flour, two cups milk, one-half cup 
grated cheese.

The right of.a nation to convert 
pounds into dollars was written 
by the United “States into the 
loan sugreement. At the time this 
was considered necessary to pro- 
tect our country’s foreign trade, 

England Stops Conversion. 

Recently, with the permission 
of the United States, England put 
a stop to the conversion of pounds 
into dollars. is was done to 
protect the few dollars that Eng- 
land has left. 

But this action is by no means 
a solution to the problem. In 
fact, it raises arfother one. It 
is this: 


There is a world shortage of 


dollars. That’s because everybody 
wants to buy what the United 
States has to sell, 

Some countries are unable to 
acquire dollars outright because 
they had nothing to sell to the 
United States that the United 
States needed. So they traded 
with England to acquire pounds. 
Then they converted the pounds 
into dollars. 

But these countries no longer 
can convert pounds into dollars, 
The question arises, therefore, if 
these countries will reduce or cut 
off their trade with England. 

This could come about because 
England hasn’t enough of the 
things to sell that those countries 


need. At the same time those 
countries are without dollars, and 
so they cannot trade with the 
United States, either.

The same is true of foreign 
trade. Let .us use trade among 
Engiand and the United States 
and Belgium as an example. To 
make it as clear as possible, put 
it this way:

That wealth is represented by 
English pennies. The United 
States has wealth, represented by 
United States pennies. Belgium 
has wealth, represented by Bel- 
gian pennies. 

The three engage in trade, Be- 
cause it would be a nuisance to 
ship each other's pennies back and 
forth each time there is a transac- 
tion, each country sets up credit 
for the others. 

How Credits Are Paid, 

Then, when Belgium buys some- 
thing from England, Belgium pays 
by crediting England with the re- 
quired number of Belgian pennies. 
later, England can use that credit 
when it buys something from Bel- 


gium.

By 
replacing its wheels with pontoons or skis, it can, operate 
off water or snow, and its full-span extended flaps enable 
it to. hover at speeds less than 50 miles an hour. The light, 
all-metal plane can climb rapidly, cruises at 101 miles an 
hour, dives at 200, and lands at 35. Its service ceiling is 
16,400 feet. : | 

Most unique feature of the craft is a design which 
enables it to be quickly disassembled for movement to any 
field of operation, either on its own wheels or on a cargo 
truck. It can be reassembled and readied for flight in 
less than 60 minutes. The XL-15 was built by the Boeing 
Airplane Company at its Wichita plant. 


Equipped with floats, the XL-15 can operate from small 

lakes and streams. It takes off and clears a 50-foot 

obstacle in 600 feet, can also be towed in glider fashion 
at speeds up to 165 miles an hour. 


Simplified construction permits quick dismantling of plane 
for transport on standard two and one-half ton Army truck. 
Plane’s gross weight is 2050 pounds; its length is 26 feet 
two inches, wing span 40 feet, height eight feet eight es. 
It carries pilot and observer in tandem seats.
